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The object of this work is not to afford a general survey 
of the Middle English dialects in their different periods, but 
rather to lay a firm foundation for such a survey by giving 
extracts from the two oldest texts which have been handed 
down in consistent, contemporary spellings representing pure 
and fixed dialects, one dialect being the direct descendant of 
the classical West Saxon of Alfred and iElfric, the other the 
nearly direct ancestor of Modem English. The spellings 
of the MSS. have been preserved unchanged, or else given 
at the foot of the page, but diacritics have been added as 
guides to the quantity and quality of those sounds which are 
imperfectly distinguished in the MSS. The grammar and 
glossary are based entirely on the extracts, all comparison 
of lhe other M. E. dialects and periods being rigorously 
excluded, the two texts being also kept apart as much as 
possible. 

Although I think it a great mistake to begin the study ol 
M.E. without a previous elementary knowledge of Old E., 
such as may easily be acquired with the help of my Anglo- 
Saxon Primer, I have nevertheless adapted this work to 
the requirements of those who may take it up without any 
such preparation. These students will find it advisable to 
begin with the Qrmulum instead of the Aucreti Iwt. 



vi PREFACE. 

The texts are based on the editions of Morton ' 
White*, together with the collations of Kfilbing in the 
Englische Studien (vol. i. p. i foil.) and the Jahrbticher fiir 
romanische und englische sprache und litleratur (xv. p. i 
foil.). I have followed Morton in basing my text on 
MS. Cott. Nero A. 14, as being the only one in a pure 
Southern dialect, and am quite unable to agree with the 
objections raised to Morton's choice by Kolbing and others. 
The Cambridge Corpus MS. not only shows the influence 
of a Midland dialect, but gives (as far as I can judgi 
present) a much less accurate text than the Nero MS. 

It must be understood that this first attempt consistently 
to mark the quality and quantity of the vowels in M. E. k 
only a tentative one, especially as regards the quantity. ] 
am now inclined to mark the vowels in -liche, we!, yl (adv.), 
Hi!, Intel as long, and to assume short vowels before certain 
consonant-combinations in the A. R., but have not been able 
to investigate the question fully as yet. 

The extracts have been carefully chosen not only from a 
linguistic, but also from a literary and social- historical point 
of view. The student who has carefully worked through 
tbcm will hardly need to be told that the A. R. is one of the 
most perfect models of simple, natural, eloquent prose in our 
language; without it indeed, the history of English prose 
from the close of the Old E, period down to the beginning 
of the seventeenth century would be little more than a dreary

blank. As a picture of contemporary life, 
feeling it cannot be over-estimated. The passage (p. 36) in 
which Christ is described as a Norman knight in homeliest 
English phrase is alone enough to give a vivid idea of that 
1 of English and French traditions and sentiments 
which— in spite of Ivanhoe — was almost completely carried 
out by the beginning of the thirteenth century. The con- 
clusion (p. 39) of the allegory of Christ's wooing of the soul 

, on the other hand, thoroughly Old English in its com- 
bined picturesqueness and grandeur (comp. especially 1. 26 
foil.). Thoroughly English, too, though in a totally different 
way, is the humorous description of the troubles of the nun 
ivith her cow (p. 41) : how she curses when the cow is . 
mpounded, and yet has to pay the damages. Equally good 
s the description of the chattering nun (p. 19), and the 
comparison of her to a cackling hen. This, and many other 
passages, may lie read with profit as well as amusement even 
at the present day. 

Of the literary merits of the Ormulum little can be said, 
for it has none whatever. The author was, in fact, a spelling- 
reformer and philologist who mistook his vocation. The 
Old E. picturesqueness and power disappears entirely from 
his verse together with the traditional alliteration, and the 
only compensation is a dry, praclical directness of style and 
metre which is anything but poetical. The only passage in 
our extracts that shows any trace of poetry is, perhaps, the 
description of the lamb {p. 68). 

In conclusion, I have to express the wish that those who 
make use of this book either as teachers or students will 
kindly favour me with such eotKC&&ft&, ■jAs&Mswa., 'w*' 
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criticisms as I can utilize in the event of a second edition 
being called for. As I have never had any opportunity of 
teaching English systematically, I am obliged to rely mainly 
on the experience of others.

GRAMMAR. 

The Early Middle English of the beginning of the twelfth 
century was spoken, like Old English, in four chief dialects, 
the Northumbrian, Midland, Southern, and Kentish. The 
Southern (strictly South- Western) dialect of the Ancren 
Riwle, probably that of Dorsetshire, represents geographically 
the Old West-Saxon, and especially the Late West-Saxon of 
Jillfric. In its sounds, however, it is a mixed dialect, show- 
ing strong Midland influence. 

The most important change that took place in M. E. was 
the levelling of the old inflectional vowels under e, which led 
to a partial break-up of the O. E. inflectional system. These 
changes were no doubt accelerated by the Danish and 
Norman conquests, which also introduced many Norse and 
French words into the language. 



The influence of French spelling begins to show itself 
almost before the Conquest. In the A. R. it is strongly 
marked. We find the sound of 0. E. y expressed by the 
French u, that ofyby v, guttural and palatal c distinguished 
as k and ch— all French influence, TfYnrici iao <sssbkSs. , $k*. *»«•- 
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use of the 0. E. ce. The general result of all this was, that 
M. E. spelling became more and more ambiguous and un- 
phonetic, although the spelling of the A. R. is much less 
unphonetic than that of Chaucer. The following are the 
letters and digraphs (denoting simple sounds) used in the 
MS. of the A. R. : a, b, c, ch, d, ?, e, ea 9 eo, f g y 3, h, 1, k, /, 
m, n f o, oa, p, qu (rare), r, s, sc, sch, f, J>, «, ui, v, w, x, 
y (rare), z (rare). In this book the spelling of the early 
thirteenth-century MS. is kept unaltered, except that where 
v is used to denote a vowel it is written u, and where i and 
u are used to denote consonants they are written / and v 
respectively, and that J? is printed uniformly both for the J> 
and d of the MS., which employs both of them indis- 
criminately. Diacritical marks have also been added to 
some of the letters to distinguish their sounds, giving the 
following additional letters : £, p, it, g, long vowels being 
marked ( " ).

PHONOLOGY. 
It has been shown that many of the changes from Old to 
Middle E. are changes of spelling only.

GRAMMAR. 

Although the Ormulum is probably even older than the 
Ancren Riwie, the existing MS. being in the author's own 
land, its grammar is much simpler, while the vocabulary 
shows hardly any French, but considerable Norse, influence. 

SPELLING AND SOUNDS. 

The most characteristic feature of Orm's spelling is the 
insistency with which he has introduced doubled con- 
nants to show shortness of the preceding vowel. This 
: does regularly whenever the consonant is final, or 
illowed by another consonant, as in pott, crisstenndom ; 
id he was able to do so because the O. E. distinction 
tween double and single final consonants was lost (see 
3) ; where the consonant 'is followed by a vowel, as in 
nt 'son,' it was not possible to double the consonant, 
cause in that position it would have been pronounced 
luble, so that sunt would have been confounded with sunns 
un.' But in such cases he often puts a short mark over 
le vowel, as in takenn ' to take,' chele ' chill,' or an accent to 
iOw length, as in l&re 'lore,' which is often doubled, or 
ren trebled, especially before (. 
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We have a further guide to the quantity. Every second 
line of Orm's verse ends in an unaccented syllable, preceded 
by an accented one, which is always long, either by having 
two consonants, as in selte, wille, or, if there is but one con- 
sonant, a long vowel, as in wise, writenn, mdrkrr ; such 
words as wriktm ' written,'yiti&rr, never come at the end of 
the line in the Ormulum. 

The spelling of the Orm. shows hardly any French 
influence. The O. E. a is kept to denote the long /, and, 
like the ea of the A. R., is never used for short e. The 
O. E. f is kept, though in this dialect it probably had, to- 
gether with p {$ occurs very seldom in the Orm.) and i, 
the present voiceless sound initially, sh is written for the 
sch of the A. R. The diphthongs are written with 3 and 
instead of /' and u. 

The following are the main points in which the sounds 
the Orm. differ from those of the A. R, 

O. E. a is kept unchanged, except that it is sometimes 
shortened, as in hal ' whole,' halfyhmn ' hallow.'

In the consonants we find the medial w {=0. E. g) of the 
A. R. represented by ^h ih^h), as in a$hmn 'own' adj., 
fol-,hettn ' follow,' probably with the open sound of German 
g in sagen. After e and i, where A. R. has 1, as in U\ht 
(lien, A. R.) ' tell lies,' lerr\hen ' save,' it probably had a 
more palatal sound. 3A in $A5 ' she ' (O. E. heo) probably 
represented the sound of German ch iu ich. 
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The Orm. has c instead of the eh of the A. R. in many 
words, such as kirrke ' church,' whillc ' which.' 

The change of pall pall into J>att lull, &c. is carried out 
with perfect regularity in the Orm. 

The metre of the Orm. requires that a final vowel should 
be dropped before a word beginning with a vowel, or such 
a subordinate word as hiss ' his,' whose h was probably silent. 
Sometimes the vowel is dropped in writing, sometimes not. 

INFLECTIONS. 

The substantives have lost nearly all traces of grammatical 
gender, and are mostly declined as in Mod. E. : word, for 
instance, having no inflection but wdrdcss for the gen. sing, 
and the plural; mann has gen. sing, mantes, plur. menu, gen. 
pi. menness. A dative in -e sometimes occurs, as in Id munne. 
The fern. gen. sing, in -e also occurs in such collocations as 
ure sawle nede 'our soul's need.' J>eod 'people' keeps the 
0. E. plur. peode. wawe ' woe ' still has a weak plur. wawenn. 
Among the irregular plurals note child ' child,' chilldre ; gal 
' goat,' gtei. 

The only inflection that the adjectives retain is the e of 
the plural and of the weak declension, as in mine wOrdess, 
pall lape flocc ' the hateful multitude.'
